Sir : — I have the honor to report that since the for- 
mation of the Republic 1 , and the promulgation of the 
Constitution on July 4th last, diplomatic relations 
have been established with most of the Great Powers 
of the World. Autograph letters have been received 
by the President from the following heads of nations: 

The President of the United States of America. 
The President of the French Republic. 
The President of the Swiss Confederation. 
The President of the United States of Mexico. 
The Emperor of Russia. 
The King of Italy. 
The King of Belgium. 



The President of the Republic of Guatemala.

The consideration shown to the Republic, both in 
the sentiments expressed and in the early opportu- 
nity taken to forward these letters, should be noted. 
Copies of these letters will be found in the appendix 
annexed. 

The provisions in regard to the franchise, adopted 
by the Constitutional Convention, have brought to a 
satisfactory termination the difference between Japan 
and this country on that subject. Since March, 1893, 
it has been claimed by Japan that the Constitution of 
1887, by giving the right of franchise to certain aliens 
of American or European descent, and not extending 
the same. rights to Japanese, constituted a violation of 
the most favored nation clause in the Treaty of the 
19th of August, 1871, between Japan and this country. 
This contention, though not pressed in a manner to 
seriously embarrass the Provisional Government dur- 
ing the critical period of reconstruction, was never 
allowed to drop. Failing to convince the Japanese 
Representative that this provision of the treaty con- 



templatod commercial privileges only, the knot was 
cut by limiting the franchise to citizens only, and to 
those to whom rights of citizenship were specially 
granted for services rendered. This course, though 
accompanied by considerable inconvenience and risk, 
in that it deprived of a vote many residents of long 
standing who had enjoyed the privileges under the 
Constitution of 1887, and were identified with the 
material interests of the country, has elloetually re- 
moved the apparent discrimination which was the 
cause of complaint. 

On September 14th, 1894, Lorrin A. Thurston, our 
Knvoy at Washington, was specially commissioned as 
Knvoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the Court of Lisbon, in the hope of negotiating a 
Treaty of Amity and Commerce with the King of 
Portugal. This course was followed in order to 'assi st- 
and encourage immigration from Portugal, or from 
Portuguese possessions, an immigration which has 
been found to be in every way desirable and advan- 
tageous to the country. Mr. Thurston was received 
in a very cordial and gratifying manner, and reports 
the prospects of success to be most favorable. 

In the month of October a commission, consisting 
of Mr. W. Hepworth Mercer, of the Colonial Office, 
London, representing the British Government, and 
Mr. Sandford Fleming, C.M.G., the distinguished en- 
gineer, representing the Dominion of Canada and the 
Australasian Governments, accompanied by Capt. A. 
G. S. Hawes, Her Britannic Majesty's Commissioner 
and Consul General, presented at the Foreign Office 
a plan for connecting Honolulu with the trans-Pacific 
cable, contemplated by Great Britain and her colonies. 



The proposition submitted was, that, this Government 
whould grant a lease of Neeker, or some other unoc- 
cupied Island, which should be used tor cable pur- 
poses only. In consideration it was offered to connect 
Honolulu with a branch cable, and a very favorable 
tariff was offered for all messages. A subsidy of 
$35,000 a year for fifteen years was asked for. When 
first presented it was not clear whether the enterprise 
was to be a private one or conducted by the British 
Government. It seemed to this Government, however, 
that whether carried on by a private company or not, 
the British Government must necessarily be interest- 
ed in the enterprise, which is so vast in its propor- 
tions. It was felt, therefore, that we were precluded by 
Article IV of the Reciprocity Treaty with the United 
States from making any arrangement until the views 
of thfc United States had been ascertained and the 
treaty modified. The Article in question is as follows: 

" No export duty or charges shall be imposed in the Ha- 
waiian Islands, or in the United States, upon any of the arti- 
cles proposed to be admitted into the ports of the United 
States, or the ports of the Hawaiian Islands, free of duty, 
under the first and second articles of this Convention. It is 
agreed, on the part of His Hawaiian Majesty, that, so long as 
this Treaty shall remain in force, He will not lease, or other- 
wise dispose of, or create any lien upon any port, harbor, or 
other territory in His dominions, or grant any special privi- 
lege or rights *of use therein, to any other power, state or 
government, nor make any treaty by which any other nation 
shall obtain the same privileges, relative to the admission of 
any articles free of duty, hereby secured to the United 
States." 



Tho Government took the matter under advise- 
ment, but refrained from committing itself further 
than to undertake to bring the matter to the attention 
of the United States (iovernment. It was plainly 
pointed out to the Commissioners that the consent of 
the United States Government to modify the Treaty 
must be obtained as a pro-requisite to any further 
consideration of the 4 subject by this Government. If, 
by the consent of the United States, the article in the 
treaty in question should be modified, and express 
authority be given to this (.iovernment by the treaty 
making power of the United States, to wit, the Presi- 
dent and Senate, to proceed with the negotiations 
proposed by the Commissioners; tha they need anti- 
cipate no ditliculty at this end; that the matter would 
then be presented to our Legislature, and such assist- 
ance as the country could afford, in a financial way, 
would be recommended. In pursuance of the fore- 
going understanding, and in order to ascertain the 
views of the Government of the United States, a note 
was addressed to Mr. Willis, the American Minister, 
informing him of the proposition that had been made, 
and requesting that he submit the matter to his Gov- 
ernment. It was stated that the matter was brought 
to his attention in order that this Government might 
ascertain the views of the Government of the United 
States as to the desirability of modifying the treaty 
by omitting Necker Island, or some other uninhabited 
island, from its operations. It has been reported that 
the matter has been submitted to Congress. No in- 
formation, however, has been furnished us as to the 
policy of the United States in regard to this matter. 

It is evident that the most desirable cable for us 



would be a direct one between Honolulu and San 
Francisco, the port in vvhieh the groat bulk of our 
commerce is conducted. Failing this, commercial 
advantages would lead us to desire to be on the main 
line of a trans-Pacific cable, rather than on a branch. 
Weighty political reasons, however, are apparent, 
which would lead us to prefer to have the main line, 
if not American, on an unimportant rock like Necker, 
rather than at the capital. 

The vast importance to this country of cable com- 
munication with America, should lead the Legislature 
to render all aid in its power to the project, when 
presented in a form which would tend most speedily 
and directly to advance the development of this 
country. 

I would recommend that an enabling act be passed 
authorizing the Executive to take such preliminary 
steps as may seem to be appropriate to forward the 
enterprise.
